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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112-Withdrawn 

1. Claims 1-5, 8-12, 15-19, 31-32 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first 
paragraph, as based on a disclosure which is not enabling, because the claims were 
deemed to lack any biased structure or other centrifugally operative structure. 

2. In a prior action, then pending claims 1-5, 8-12, and 15-19 were rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by United States Patent No. 4,788,994 to Shinbara. 
Applicant argued that the rotary plate of Shinbara did not slide between an up position 
and a down position resulting from centrifugal gravity. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. United States Patent No. 4,788,994 to Shinbara fails to teach each and every 
limitation of the instant invention. Specifically, the rotary plate of Shinbara does not 
slide between a first and second position resulting from centrifugal gravity, which is 
disclosed as an essential element of claimed invention, as described in claims 1, 8, 15, 32, 
and 33. 

5. Further, while the prior art, in the aggregate, appears to teach each and every 
element of the invention, as claimed, the references fail to provide the requisite 
motivation for making the instantly claimed combination. For the foregoing reasons, and 
others, claims 1,4, 5, 8, 11, 12, 15, 18, 19, 32, and33, renumbered as 1-11, are believed 
to recite patentable subject matter.
